Governor Small spoke before a 
packed house at tho Armory Building 
in Waukegan last night. Many voters 
from Antioch were in the audience to 
hear tho governor's talk, which was 
mostly devoted to the roads in this 
section of the state. Governor Small's 
speech In part follows: 

"Some of you remember during the 
campaign for my nomination and elec- 
tion I told you I was In favor of push- 
ing to a rapid completion the hard 
road system, consisting of 4,800 miles, 
provided for In the ^GO.OOO.OOO bond 
issue, which had been approved by a 
vote of the people In November, 1918. 

I told you, If I was elected governor 
I would not look for excuses for not 
building roads, but that I would find a 
way to build them and that we would 
extend the hard road system fairly 
and impartially to every part of the 
state. 

■ I wdnt to say to you that I havo 
k(.pt my promise and we have fouh'l 
a way to build the roads in spite of 
all of. the obstacles which we have hud 
Lo overcome, and we have extend d 
the roads tairly and impartially and 
have either completed bond issue 
roads or have contracts on the bond 
issue system In every one of the 102 
counties in the state of Illinois. ' 

Some of you may remember, when 
we opened the first bids for bulldlug 
paved roads In February after my elec- 
tion, nearly three years ago, the low 
bids at that time averaged more than 
$40,000 a mile- for an 18-ft 7-Inch ce- 
ment road with ordinary grading and 
culverts. Extra heavy grading and 
large bridges have always boeji 'ot 
separately. 

Had we lot the building of the en- 
tiro 4,800 miles provided for at those 
prices, the total cost to the state 
would have been $192,000,000, or over 
three times the amount of the 5GO,000,- 
l)ond Issue. 

We rejected those bids and let It 

be known that this administration

Causes of Tuberculous Infection 

The causes of persistent tubercul- 
ous Infection la herds of cattle under 
the supervision of State and Federal 
ofllcers are outlined In a recent re- 
port by the United States Department 
of Agriculture on the progreas of the 
eradication of bovine tuberculosis. 

Among the causes are: Exposure 
to infected animals at county fairs, 
streams contaminated by tuberculous 
material, infected water In ponds, sil- 
age infected from hog litter, and ad- 
ditions of tuberculous cattle to the 
herd. 

One instance reported was of a herd 
of 13 head that had "tested clean" and 
was put on exhibit at a county fair. 
Eleven of the herd were placed op- 
posite an Infected herd so that they 
faced them. On retestlng, the 11 all 
reacted and the two that were stalled 
elsewhere passed clean.

.typical of conditions throughout tho 
country by livestock and dairy ex 
ports of tho United States Dopart- 

jment of Agriculture, which is prepar- 

,od to assist State organizations and 
Imilvldnals In ^improving their meth- 
ods In breeding and feeding. Tho use 
of purebred sires, particularly, is n 
practical, economical, ■ nnd rapid 
means of Improving tho quality oftdo- 
uiestlc animals. According to depart- 
ment records, more than 12,700 live- 
stock owners have placed thoir herds 
and flocks on a strlckly pure-bred slro 
basis, nnd reports from these farmort^ 

■show that purebred livestock has 
about -10 per cent utility value over 
common stock. 

As a means of encoumging bettor 
feeding methods, the department has 
developed a simple feeding problem 
Kliuel, which may bo procured and 
fillcil out by any livestock owner. A 
speolallst of a. State agricultural col- 
Jeru*. or tho department, then makes 
an analysis of each problem and 
points out the means for aplvlng It.

Hut for ai)parenlly no reason at all, 
many a woman suffers more pro- 
longed and Intpiisltorlal tortures in 
modern siioe leatlier. Why spwid our 
missionary zeal on the Chinese maiden 
when there are American girls who 
Htm believe the eyes of love will rest 
upon them with favor when they torl- 
dlo and totter over city pavements on 
"splndle-h'ioled stilts!" The hlgb-lieel 
shoe has Its place when worn for those 
occasions when dressy shoes are need- 
ed to complete tlie costume. Tn such 
instances tli-'se shoos do practically 
no harm. If properly Iltted. It is 
against tlin adoption of tho French or 
very high-heeled shoo for general 
:year. for street wear, for business, 
for school, for the home during hours 
of houseliold tasks that we protest. 
Tliere are such smart, good-looking, 
comfortable shoes dewlgned for gen- 
eral everyday wear that we some- 
times wonder why their choice Is not 
a habit more general adopted. 

Shoes — and corsets — are the two 
most Important Items In tho clothing 
budget, since their function has so 
vital a relationship to our bodily 
health, as well as to our mental and 
spiritual welfare. Who among us 
doesn't remember at least one pair 
of shoes that has played havoc with 
a normally good disposition. If you 
must "skimp" anywhere begin on 
some other Item of the wardrobe, but 
never on shoes. 

Preserving Body Balance 

Our feet are delicately constructed. 
The bones are nicely articulated, and 
when normal, they balance the bodv 
perfectly and should give us a 
springy exhilaration In walking. The 
weight of the body Is distributed on 
three properly cushioned spots, at tho 
base of the great toe, and the little 
toe, rtnil at the heel. \Vlien you wear 
a shoo that disturbs this perfect dis- 
tribution ot weight, you begin to have 
foot troubles: corns, bunions, fallen 
transver.se and lateral arches. So 
closely are the nen'e centres of the 
body connected, that this destruction 
of perfect balance passes on its ef- 
fects to the entire body. When a heel 
two Inches or more high Is put under 
the foot, the whole body Is pushed for- 
ward. To retivin Its balance the body 
must In consequence bend backward, 
forcing the stomach out, the chest In, 
and tho shoulders forward — an unnat- 
ural posture. This affects breathing, 
circulation, digestion. It changes the 
position of the thigh bonea. This In 
turn makes a mal-adjustment of the 
pelvic hones, ftnd as these pelvic 
bonea support the Internal organs, the 
vicious chain ot disarrangements la 
complete. Ill-ntting ahoes and Impro- 
■br shoes are responsible for an ap- 
palling percentage of nervous disord- 
ers and pelvic troubles. Moreover no 
beauty specialist can ever erase the 
lines marked on the taco by foot suf- 
ferlu£. 

*. Shoes which' are too short will 
cause the weight to be thrown to tho 
side of the foot to ease the pressure 
on the sensitive nerves of the great 
toe. This disturbs tlie correct bal- 
ance, weakens the transver.se arch, 
makes calluses and bunions. A too 
narrow shoe prevents the free move- 
ment of the toes and their natural 
spread In walking. This weakens the 
foot muscles, which In turn leads to 
other foot defects. Shoes that are 
too large or are Ill-fitting will blister 
the feet and causn corns and calluses, 
and are nhuost as unkind to the pedal 
extremities as too narrow shoes.

There 
is one thing in favor of well educated 
foot, however; having-- experienced 
kindness from babyhood they, will re- 
bel very strongly If llapperhond tries 
to pinch them out of their rights! 
Many schools and colleges have wise- 
ly made regulations regarding the 
type of sliocs that may. he worn out 
on campus and In classroom, thus 
helping to secure for their girls the 
correct posture during these vital 
years of their physical- development. 

Buy Quality Shoes 

Wo can not emphasize too strongly 
the economy and comfort of quality 
In shoes. A cheap shoe Is as fickle an 
Investment as a cheap stocking. Good 
shoes are worth repairing and can be 
repaired so neatly that they seem "as 
good as new". 

The workmanship . on , a shoe of 
quality will be noticeably superior, 
the stitching Is fine and regular, lin- 
ings are smooth and of good material 
edges are trimmed to a nicety, there 
are Inside and outside back stays, and 
the matching of the leather In the 
various parts ot tho shoo is beautiful- 
ly done. 

LEATHERS C0MM0^1LY USED 

It Is not necessary for us to enter 
upon a detailed study of various shoe 
leathers, hut a few facts about those 
we most commonly meet may be help- 
ful. KIdskIn Is light, soft and pliable. 
It takes, polish well, and Is dressier 
than calf skin; but It does not wear 
as well, as It scuffs up and stretches. 
Tho quality of the kid can be deter- 
mined by its pores. In fine grades 
tho pores are scarcely visible. 

Patent kid Is goatskin that has a 
high gloss finish produced by' var- 
nishing. It makes unusually beauti- 
ful shoes, but when the leather ex- 
pands the inelastic varnished surface 
Is apt to crack. Some people find, 
however, that it gives them excellent 
service. It Is, always wcdl to rub a 
little olive oil or vaseline over the 
surface of patent leather after each 
wearing. This will considerably 
lengthen tho wearing of qualities of 
the shoes. 

Calfskin la thicker and firmer than 
kid. It polishes well, resists water 
and wears well. The better grades 
of calf are durable, strong, pliable, of 
fine texture and grain. It Is probably 
the most satisfactory leathoi' for a 
practical evory-day shoe. 

VtU'v frequently, In order to produce 
cheap shoes, a cow hide is used. This 
Is treated so that only an expert can 
distinguish It fronij calf. 

Suede which is so very popular just '■ 
now, niuy be made from kid, calf or 
cow hide. It Is beautiful even If not

Construct a Manure Hotbed 

A manure hotbed can be made very 
cheaply by placing a sash-covered 
frame on top of a pile of fermenting 
manure. Preparation of such a hot 
bed should begin at least three weeks 
before the ' hot l)ed Is to be used. 
Fresh horse manure from grain-fed 
animals should he placed In a pile and 
tramped. The manure should not be 
too strawy. As soon as fermentation 
has started, the pile should bo fork- 
ed over and re-piled, so as to mix the 
manure and get a uniform fermenta- 
tion. When the pile begins to steam, 
the manure may bo placed in a pit or 
In a. fiat pile. It should be well pack- 
ed and when completed should be 
about two feet deep. If a pit Is used, 
tho manure should extend to tho level 
of the ground. 

The frame and sash can then be 
placed over the manure and the 
rich dark soil placed In a four 
Inch layer over the manure. In no 
case, however, should seeds be sowed 
or plants set until the violent heat 
has subsided. This will usually be 
about four days after the soil ia plac-

I The department acted on the coun- 
i ty agent's written recommendations 
and issued a cerlilicato of enrnUniont 
to the farmer. This unusual instance 
is considered note-worthy as an o.x- 
! ample of the modern trend In stock- 
raising methods. It shows how a 
farmer who Ih ultracautions in busi- 
ness matters is staunchly behind the 
use of good I)lood In animal breeding, 
notwithstanding that purebred live- 
stock Is sometimes regarded only as 
a divi-rsion of the rich.
